There never resided in Washington 
coOnty a man more highly honored or 
better loved than Mr. F. M. Campbell, 
who died at his’ home in Springfield last 
Thursday night. March 15, at 11:40 
o’clock. While his death had been ex¬ 
pected for several days by friends and 
relatives it will be a shocking surprise 
to many of his friends who reside in 
•other counties. Mr. Campbell became 
ill about two weeks ago, his first trouble 
being hemorrhoids. At the time it was 
not thought by physicians or family 
that he was in a serious condition. 

However, soon after the attack other 
complications arose, and the patient I 
gradually grew worse, blood poisoning 
finally developing. 

Mr. Campbell was married in 1865 to 
Mias Francis Campbell, of this county. 

To this union ten children were born, 
seven whom are now living. They are: 

Messrs. Arthur and Theo.; Misses Della. 

Lula. Myrtle, Bessie and Pearl. His 
wife died in 1891. 

The deceased was born at Jensonton, 
in this county, December 31, 1836, and 
had made his home in the countv since 1 
birth. He was the oldest son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Geo. Campbell, who came to 
Washington county from Virginia with 
the earlier pioneers. 

At the age of nineteen the deceased 
began teaching in the public schools of 
the county, and taught for thirteen 
years. Some of his old pupils are now 
residing in the county, and there is not. 
one among them who will not testify 
that Mr. Campbell made every effort to 
mould their lives in that way which 
makes a true, noble man and woman

Handling Chickens. 


know each bird's breeding and use 
! only the best in quality, not overlook¬ 
ing Strong, well up lu size aud weight 
“hustlers," 'writes a correspondent of 
Reliable Poultry Journal. Theu make 
a careful selectiqu of the eggs fur lu- 
fuhritiou. not usiug too small, too large 
or ill shaped eggs. 

When the eggs begin hatching do not 
bother them for from thirty-sis to for¬ 
ty eight hours, during which time your 
bands will be better away from the 
eggs Ilian nmoUg them unless you take 
the empty shells quickly from the nest 
or incubator. Do not pick Mt or assist 
any chirk to get out of Its shell, for 
such- chicks will seldom live, and if 
they do they will be of little good. 

[By removing small particles of the 
shell in front of where the chick was 
picking, moistening the outer mem¬ 
brane—commonly termed the skin— 
with warm wntdr and slightly breaking 
th4 membrane we have assisted nu¬ 
merous chicks in hatching. The as¬ 
sistance was not giveu unless for some 
reason the chick bad not made progress 
In breaking the shell. Sometimes the 
membrane wus too dry or the shell too 
thick or banl. The chick hud been try 
Ittg to break the sheil at least twenty 
or tweniy-four hours, had comiueueel 
to turn in the egg aud without assist¬ 
ance would have died. The great nia 
Jority of the chicks which received this 
special help proved us healthy and vig¬ 
orous as the remainder of the hatch, a 
material Increase in the profits when 
staudanl breds are batched.—Edltor.J 

If the chicks are being hutched by 
Incubator, on the twentieth day have 
your brooder nleely cleaned and warm¬ 
ed up to 85 degrees under the hover, 
with the ventilators well opened. Fpr 
betiding in the brooder use fine cut 
straw and scatter well around the hov¬ 
er a good supply of sharp chick grit. 
This will lie the chicks -- first meal, so 
that they can get their grinding ntu- 
, chines in workiug order. 

After the chicks are placed in the 
brooder allow them a few hours to rest, 
and right here let us say that we a I 
ways plate chicks In the brooders early 
hi tin; morning titiil about uoun comes 
their first meal—just what they will 
quickly clean up. Feed- only what the 
little fellows will quickly dean up and 
often ra titer not quite enough than too 
much, except at night. After the first 
two days we feed all Ihe chicks will 
eat al night mid. with fresh, clean wa¬ 
ter before tliem, slightly warmed dur¬ 
ing the cool weather, your flocks will 
surround the hover, or lieu, at night 
happy and with their little cro|is filled. 

Keep before the chicks at ull times 
plenty of sharp chlek grit, also granu¬ 
lated charcoal. Tin- latter will aid di¬ 
gestion. The chicks will relish a little 
finely cut ouious and fresh bits of beef 
occasionally, not giving too much or 
too often—every other day is sufficient. 
Give Avery other dny a shallow pan of 
sweet skimmed milk.

Likely to Become o Sonree of Preit 

Guinea fowls, sometimes called 
guinea k»*ets. are probably natives of 
the west coast of Africa, slthnngh 
some authorities urge that they are 
descended trout a variety common In 
Abyssinia. They were raised as fable 
birds by the ancient Greeks and Uo 
mans, but disappeared from Eurojie 
during the dark ages and were reintro¬ 
duced later. It Is said, from Jama lea 
and t'nba. 

They are well kuowu as game birds 
lu England, where large (locks are 
sometimes kept lu game preserve*. On 
• the continent they are more common 
aud more completely domesticated and 
are-prized as (aide bltWs. In Australia 
especially there are large extnhlish 
meats devoted to their breeding, and 
gninea fowls are also raised for mar 
ket tn <R>n*iderable'numbers In France 
and Germany.

Many young babies suffer greatly 
from jearacbe without the muse beiug 
suspected. says the Washington Post. 
This la often the case after n cold or an 
attack of bronchitis or pneumonia and 
sometimes takes place when the child 
Is teething. If the child acrcama sharp¬ 
ly. presses his head against hla mother 
or nurse or pulls at bis ear as If It hurt 
him. then earache may be suspected. 
If pressure just in front of the car 
causes the baby to jump as If In great 
pain and to cry out. there Is probably 
something wrong with the ear 
Heat Is by far the tiest remedy for 
earache. Let the child lie with his ear 
against a covered hot water bag or 
heat a flannel over a lamp and place It 
against hla ear. changing it often so 
as |o keep It very hot. If this docs not 
help, try syringing the ear with Tery 
hot water of a temperature of 105 de¬ 
grees to 110 degrees F. I>o not use 
a poultice or blister unless the doc¬ 
tor especially orders It. As soon aa 
possible after the first attack of pain 
the baby should be taken to a doctor, 
and a careful examination of hla ear* 
should be made. Much unnecessary 
deafness would be avoided If this were 
done by all young mothers

In which case the vitelline 
membrane inay become ruptured when 
cggij are turned. Eggs should prove fer 
tile aud may be saved for hatching 
four days after the male has been 
placed lu the breeding pen.
